Notes From DA.

The Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture have a number of policies 
which assist in supplying purebred 
sires to commercial breeders in catt- 
iv, swine and sheep. 

In the Cattle Improvement Policy 
the department will pay 10% of the 
cost up to «a maximum of $50 also 
waunsportation charges to the pur- 
chasey nearest shipping point. In 
the Sheep Policy the department 
pays the transportation charges sup- 
plying the Ram at cost. 

In the Swine Lnprovement Policy 
there are two which prospective buy- 
ers Wold be interested in. Policy 
“A” the department pays transpor- 
tution charges. In Policy "B” which 
upplies to contributor sales the same 
contribution is made by the depart- 
ment but the transportation charges 
are not paid, In this last policy these 
siles must be sponsored by some 
Agricultural or Livestock organiza- 
tion, 

In all cases the sires are inspected 
und passed by goverment officials. 
It is a means whereby farmers may 
have good sires located, selected and 
delivered to their nearest shipping 
point without a lot of travelling 
themselves. In addition to the care- 
ful selection and handling done by 
the officials, a contribution is made 
towards the purchase price by the 
Provincial Department of Agricul- 
ture, 

These various policys are available 
to all bona fide farmers who are not 
purebred breeders, Anyone who is 
yuterested should call at this office 
and get further details,

Alberta Soil... 


The prehistoric tale of the western 
prairies’ rich soil which has been 
their main attraction for man, and 
Which is still by far our most valu- 
able asset, was founded on the move- 
ment of the four great glaciers that 
advanced across the country during 
the past million years, according to 
the study of scientists. 

These glaciers formed as a result 
of a cooling off of tropical climates 
that extended periodically into the 
Arctic. Heavy snowfall to the north 
that did not receive sufficient sum- 
mer heat to melt it built up over the 
centuries and compressed into ice a 
mile high, forcing the outer edges 
southward at about 50 feet per year. | 
These giant bulldozers scraped the | 
tropical humus off the higher Cana- | 
dian Shield, ground it up with clay | 
and pushed it into the lower regions | 
of the prairie. Deeper depressions | 
such as old lake beds were blessed | 
With greater depths of this rich soil. |

Hood earth 

The last great glacier started its 
advance across Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan 100 thousand years ago and 
moved vradually south, far into the 
present United States. All life was 
driven before it from our plains. Fif- 
teen thousand years ago the climate 
again warmed and the glacier reced- 
ed, leaving many lukes and the rich 
soil, Plants and animals immediate- 
ly re-established themselves and the 
already fertile land became further 
enriched by the natural process of 
succeeding generations of vegitation

Harvest and duck shooting season go together and 
as we have had many people checking with us as to 
regulations, etc, we thought it might be a good idea to 
drop the following regulations in front of our readers: 

“Shooting of ducks, geese, rails, and coots will be 
permitted in the far northern part of Alberta from Sept. | 
to Nov. 30, according to the new bird shooting regula- 
tioris just issued by the provincial fish and game 
branch, ae 

“In the remainder of the province, comprising the 
settled area, the season will be open from Sept. 7 to Dec. 
10. all dates being inclusive. 

“The above opening dates also apply to shooting 
cf Wilson snipe. 

“The regulations also provide for an increase in 
bag limit for ducks this season. This has been set at 10 
per day, compared with eight last season. The posses- 
sion limit has been increased from 32 to 40, of which not 
nore than 20 may be species other than mallards. 

“For geese, the bag limit is five per day, the same 
as in 1954. but the possession limit has been raised from 
10 to 15. 

“The bag limit for rails and coots is 10 per day in 
the aggregate, with eight per day for Wilson's snipes. 

“The possession limit is 20 for rails and coots and 

16 for Wilson's snipe. 

“The open season for all upland birds, with the ex- 
ception of blue grouse and partmigan, is from Oct. 15 to 
Nov. 30, inclusive. Last year, the season for shooting 
grouse and pheasant was from Oct. 18 to Nov. 20. 

“This year, there is a new possession limit of 20 for 
each specie of upland birds. 

“Every person having obtained a resident or non- 
resident bird game license must return such license, 
properly completed and signed, to the game depart- 
ment not later than Dec. 31 following the date of issue. 
Failure to do so may result in the licensee being refused 
a bird game license for any future season, in addition 
to any penalty provided under The Game Act, 1946 

We hope this information will be of assistance to 
the many avid hunters in the immediate hunting area.

At Fish Hatchery — 


The capacity of the Calgary Fish) 
Hatchery, incubator of all the young | 
trout planted in Alberta lakes and 
streams, has been doubled with the! 
completion of new hatching facilities. | 

The hatchery addition was built’ 
at a cost of $120,000 by the Calgary 
Brewing and Malting Co, Ltd., which 
is responsible for all capital con- 
struction and maintenance costs. The 
Fish and Game Branch of the Al-, 
berta Department of Lands and For- 
ests pays the salraies of all hatchery ' 
workers, some incidental mainten- 
ance costs, and the expense of feed- 
ing the fish. 

Fish and Game Branch officials 
regard the new hatchery as the last 
word in technical equipment. All 
equipment Wags installed according 
to specifications drawn up by the 
lands and Forests Department and 
the result has given Alberta one of 
the finest hatcheries in Canada. 
New Well Drilled — 

The new hatchery is bright, and 
attractive. Equipment includes 70 
troughs, 14 rectangular tanks, and 
seven circular tanks, four of 12-foot 
diameter and three of 8-foot diamet- 
er. A new well capable of producing 
1,000 gallons of water per minute, 
was drilled to provide the water 
which passes through an aerating 
system into the hatching troughs. 
In addition, there is office space and 
a luboratory, which can be used by 
fish biologists and sanitary inspec- 
tors of the Alberta Health Depart- 
ment 

The new addition is the latest stage 
in the evolution of a fish hatchery 
which has benefited hundreds of Al- 
berta fishermen and delighted thou- 
sands of visitors.

However 
arass May be seeded anytime in Oc- 
tober as it will not germinate then 
before winter but will be there ready 
to takek advantage of early spring 
moisture. In my opinion October is 
the ideal month to seed erass down 
those roadsides with grass. We have 
the grass seed and will be glad to 
supply it free to those who have pre- 
pared the roadside ditches. We are 
anxious to get grass started in these 
places just as soon as it is practical 
to do so, certainly before the weeds 
have a chance to get started in that 
nice new, rich soil. Please make ar- 
rangements with me for your supply

The tact that the Alberta Legis- 
lature hurried through enabling leg- 
islation so that certain farm groups! 
could set up co-operative and com-' 
pulsory marketing boards, does not! 
necessarily mean that the legislation 
Will be implemented 

In theory, we are ready to admit 
that the farmer has the right to con- 
tro] the marketing of his own pro- 
ducts, but We are not yet convinced 
that the farmer in Western Canada 
has arrived at the point where he 
can do it better for himself than the 
completing agencies that are already 
doing the job 

We are basing some of our conclu- 
Sions upon the results of similar leg- 
islation in practice in B.C., most not- 
ably the fruit: marketing co-opera- 
tive. 

As tar as the consumer on the 
prairie is concerned the compulsory 
fruit marketing set-up in B.C. has 
not meant more fruit, better fruit, 
or fruit for less money.
